' Eliminating (he "work slacker" is 
the.- new job .which the American 
Legion, has. taken upon itself, acting 
in conjunction with, the War Depart- 
ment's cnain of employment bureaus 
tfiroughout the country. This type ot 
ex-service man, while not numerous, 
is occasionally a serious detriment to 
the work of placing ex-soldiers and 
sailors in.satisfactory jobs. Their aU 
titnde of sliiftle«sness after getting the 
•place causes . dissatisfaction • among 
employers who. are really'.' trying to 
help/and gives a black'eye to other 
service men. who stilt need work. 
.. 'Practically 'all the posto ot the 
Legion, aow. have . employment com- 
mittees. 'In some cases these commit- 
tees' have taken over all. the task o£ 
finding jcba .for their. fellow service 
men. In other localities they coSper- 
ate with, the War Department. In 
Brtdgepoi't, Conn,, -where the work 
slacker has been a.serious evil, the 
Legion keeps a special file of such 
cases of repeating'in'jobs. As a rule 
"a heart-to-beart talk, from a comrade 
in -arms has been, enough. ]n other 
cases a refractory man has. been de- 
nied th/e services of tie employment 
office altosether; 
. 


In Detroit the Legion works also 


with the police. "Wicro an ex-soldier 
in uaiform iii:taken iip for some minor 
offense, !ike begging or peddling, a 
probationary system has been "adopt- 
ed. Instead of sending these men to 
jail, the authorities bare consented to 
put them on probation with the Amer- 
ican Legion. This .practice has had a j 
very salutary, effect,, and -Detroit's! 
problem of. putting to work every re- 
turned-fighting man is no longer'so 
serious. 
' '' 


In practically ail .states, the em- 


ployment committee of-the Legion now 
makes a 'canvass of all the employers, i 
Wierever. joiis .arc roffered returned 
soldiers, the employers are told that 
the Legion expects,'to kp«p In touch 
with the'men In places, In order.-to 
see that they give .satisfactory-Kerv.- 
ice. If: this - is not forthcoming,-, tb.6 
Legion jives such men short shrift.. 
On the other hand, the- deservl'iig ex- 
service man who needs.-'employment 
will have-'his ease persisted-in until 
he is placed. "SVork slackers hsiy'e to 
appear before a . committee of their 
comrades. 


In many places^ local chambers of 


commerce or associations.of manufac- 
turers have agreed -with;, the Legion to' 
have a. Job for every'home-coming sol- 
dier and: sailor. 


In commenting .upon tbe nation-wide 


cooperation 'at the American Legion, 
Major General "William.G.Haan, as- 
sistant chief of staff, in charge ot the 
War .Department's reemployment pro- 
gram, says: 


"Today; tie - American: Legion- has 


becotae an'aggressive factor-in get- 
ting jobs for:our;flghtihg inen; They 
are extending tlie.ecope-of. their work 
so .-very, rapidly that'no.w: this iitfluS- 
ence Is felt, in every., state in , the 
qnion. .TVIlle the or,iginal plan was 
for the members to: cooperate, in 'em- 
ployment work, in-'many.coxmnunities 
it iae.been necessaryfor •.them to -take- 
over the:entire burdeni.because-of.'the 
withdrawal of other agencies from;the 
field. In 'every: case they; are meeting
